In toxic goiter the gland pours an 


overwhelming amount of its secretion 
into the blood. "As a result, all of the 
effects of the1 thyroid are exaggerated. 


Doctors have learned that overfunc- 


tioning of the thyroid gland can be 
changed to a certain extent by giving 
small doses of iodine. When iodine is 
given, the rate of the body chemistry 
is at once lessened. The pulse, which 
has previously been rapid, becomes 
slower, and some of the symptoms of 
poisoning by an overamount of thy- 
roid secretion disappear. 
_Tne iodine, however, tends to ame- 
liorate the condition, but it does not 
cure it For that reason, doctors get 
the patient into condition for opera- 
tion or other treatment by giving the 
idoine first. 


The more serious treatment is pro- 


vided in the application of X-rays to 
the gland or in surgical operation for 
the removal of either a part or all of 
the thyroid gland. There is a ten-
